Marking 150 years of Tremont
Tremont’s Sesquicentennial Celebration
 
There are a few in Tremont who were at the 1935 Centennial, which celebrated Tremont’s 100th birthday.
More may remember the 1960 Jubilee which was held to mark 125 years of Tremont. But there are many
in Tremont who can vividly recall the Sesquicentennial activities of June 7-16, 1985.
 
The planning committee in 1985 could look back on the elaborate celebrations of the past as a guide to
create a more modern version. The John B. Rogers Company out of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania was hired
to assist with ideas for organizing the event. Their slogan was “A celebration is something to BE…not just
something to SEE.” Those who remember the Sesquicentennial will never forget the fun and memories
made in celebrating 150 years of the town of Tremont.
 
According to chairpersons Dennis and Sandy Mitchell, the celebration took 150 days of planning.
Eighteen members were on the committee. The first informational meeting was not well-attended.
However, people soon caught the enthusiasm and, as Dennis Mitchell said, by the time of the
Sesquicentennial in June, “at least half of the community was involved in one way or the other.” The
Tremont Turkey Festival was also held during the first three days of the June Sesquicentennial. Darrel
and Jane Phelps were chairpersons of the Turkey Festival, cooperating with the Mitchells.
 
The first celebration in 1935 presented an elaborate historical pageant. Not to be outdone, in 1985, over
200 Tremont residents took part in five days of performances of a “Tremont Through The Years” pageant.
The pageant, chock full of Central Illinois history, was professionally written, directed and choreographed,
and the actors had to audition for parts. The high school football field was the site of a specially designed
stage for the event.
 
As in the two previous celebrations, men were encouraged to grow beards and join “The Brothers of the
Brush Club” and women joined the “Prairie Belles Club.” The ladies were busy making costumes and
bonnets to wear in depicting the earliest residents. If they did not wear their dresses and bonnets during
the sesquicentennial days, they were not allowed to wear makeup into town. We are not sure how much
that was enforced!
 
The activities were many and attracted people from all over in the “high thousands.” There were bed
races, three-legged races, a food fair, horseshoe pitching contests, mud volleyball contests, birthday
cake decorating contests, band performances, a fast-pitch softball tournament, an 1835-1985 wedding
gown style show, a square dance, and much much more. Grand Marshalls of the parade were the
Methodist church pastor, Rev. Robert Pitsch, and his wife, Helen. The events ended on the final Sunday
with a vespers service and closing ceremonies.
 
For some reason, no events were held in 2010 for the 175th celebration of Tremont’s beginning. But
maybe we can look forward to 2035 and a huge 200th birthday bash to celebrate Tremont!
